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PRESIDENT JOSEPH F. SMITH 
Referred 5 the Doctrine and Covenants as containing many indisputable 
evidences of the divine mission of Jossph Smith. He alluded to the revela- 
tion on war, given Dec. 25, 1832, part of which prediction was fulfilled in the 
civil war between the North and South. He then referred to another revela- 
tion given at Kirtland, Ohio, March, 1831, through Joseph the Prophet to 
Sidney Rigdon, Parley P. Pratt and Lemon Copley, in which it was declared 
that before the great day of the Lord should come, Jacob should flourish in 
the*wilderness, and the Lamanites should blossom as the rose; that Zion 
should flourish upon the hills and rejoice upon the mountains, and should be 
assembled together unto the place which the Lord had appointed. Much of 
this had already been fulfilled, though announced by Joseph Smith long be- 
fore such things in the history ‘of this people were thought of. If Joseph bad 
not uttered another prophecy, this alone would be sufficient to prove that he 
was an inspired man and told the truth. The speaker alluded to another 
revelation in which the Saints were promised that if they would hearken unto 
the Lord and keep His commandment, they should commence to prevail 
against their enemies from that hour, and testified that this, too, had thus far 
béen fulfilled, and that it was the foreknowledge in the bosom of Satan of its 
complete and literal fulfillment, which was stirring up his emissaries through- 
out tlie earth to fight against the kingdom of God. It would not be long be- 
fore the world would be subdued under God's feet, and Satan knew this 
better than many who profess to have that knowledge. It was no wonder 
thewicked raged, it was only surprising that there should be a Latter-day 
Saint not as fully awake to his work as Satan’s emissaries were to theirs. It 
wisi grievous to think there should exist any need for reformation in the 
midst of this people.

“Then Adem the congregation. He referred to the quinn of the eer’ 
-of God, and showed its peculiar character in réaching into the eternities, both 
past aud present, while the works of men began and ended with time. He 
spoke of the eternal nature of the Priesthood and its covenants, and of the 
principles of the Gospel as enjoyed by Noah, Melchisedee, Abraham and 
«Other ancient worthies, as well as by those to whom God had revealed these 
things in the latter days. The outside world were ignorant of these glorious 
‘truths, as ignorant as the Saints were before God enlightened them. Ha 
«dwelt upon the mission of Elijah, whom Malachi foretold should precede 
the coming of the great and terrible day of the Lord, to “turn the hearts of 
tlie fathers to the children, and the hearts of the children to the fathers,” 
lest the earth should be smitten with a curse. After depicting the judg- 
ements of the great and terrible day, as shown by Isaiah and other ancient 
Prophets, the speaker showed how Elijah had been sent and had conferred 
upon Joseph Smith the keys of his ministry, as well as others who had like- 
wise appeared for a similar purpose. He showed that in building Temples 
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‘and baptizing for the dead, the Saints were carrying out thé work the keys 
of which were bestowed by Elijah upon Joseph, and were thereby prepariuy 
to be Saviors upon Mount Zion, and to be perfected, like Enoch and bis'city 

of old, who were translated for théir righteousness. He showed: how Satan 
was interested in leading away the children of men, how he iucited the killing 

‘of Abel and the crucifixion of Christ, and had always employed, what some 

men in our day termed “ heroic measures” to destroy the work of God and 
put an end to His servants. He portrayed the great mercy of God in send- 
ing Christ to preach to the spirits in prison, which were disobedient in the 
days of Noah when the floods were sent to destroy them, and exhorted the 

Saints to be likewise merciful and charitable to those who sought their over- 
throw. At the time the civil war broke out in this land, he felt like weeping 
over the people, for he had foreseen their troubles, and they were: not over 
yet. Worse times were coming upon the nations than had yet deen known. 


But the Saints had a great work to do and must do it, leaving their enemies 


in the hands of God, who would deal out justice and mercy to all. No 
power could hinder the building up of Zion, the gathering of the elect, and 
the fulfillment of all God had decreed: for this the dispensation of the full- 
ness of times. The speaker counseled obedience and fidelity to God and His 
work, and called upon all who were willing to so live to say aye.“ The 
response was universal from the assembled multitude... Tue alen then 
blessed them in the name of the Lord.

| WHITEWASHING GOVERNOR MURRAY.—In all probability: ithe 
charges against Governor Murray of extensive fraud committed while acting 
as U. S. Marshal of Kentucky, and which were to be investigated by a Gon- 
gressional committee of which Mr. Springer was chairman, will now be 
‘hushed and the Governor be allowed to go scot free. He lately appearud 
before the committes and denied the charges, and intimated that they had 
‘been. instigated by the “Mormons.” (There is no knowing what the poor 
‘“ Mormons” will be charged with next, when a Kentucky Congressman can- 
not expose the fraudulent acts committed in the State which he represents by a 
‘present government pap-sucker, without the “Mormons” away off in Utah being 
‘blamed for it.) There was a pressure brought to bear upon the committee 
from a certain influential quarter, and the result was thet Justice Harlan and 
Speaker Carlisle were called upon to whitewash Governor Murray by telling 
sométhing that they once knew in favor of his character, and the investiga- 
tion was dropped.

LITERARY. MENDACITY. 
— 


A pax paper has been published in Salt Lake City for many years past, 
known as the Tribune, which is, without exception, the vilest and most 
slanderous publication in the shape of a newspaper in existence. It is essen- 
tially an anti-“ Mormon” paper. Its proprietors and editors are among the 
most bitter and unscrupulous enemies of the Latter-day Saints. They are men 
who are ready to go to any extent in lying about them and inciting to hostil- 
ity and lawlessness to accomplish their. =e of 
rights, liberties and possessions. 

The columns of the paper daily teem. with vile aspersions 5 3 
scandal about the Saints, not only libelous in the extreme, but occasionally 
blasphemous and obscene as well. Its readers and supporters are for the 
most part persons who are so badly affected with the anti- Mormon” mania 
as to have lost all sense of decency and respect for themselves, and all re- 
gard for their families, too, where they allow them to have access to its 
pages. Some of its readers who reside outside of Utah are perhaps not 
aware of the true character of the Saints whom it makes a business of vilify- 
ing, but they must be people of morbid tastes or they would not crave such 
foul slanders and such sensational rubbish as it abounds witn. | 

Never was that liberty which is accorded by the American people 3 
to the press so grossly abused as in the case of this paper; indeed, instead of 
liberty it is the worst kind of license which has been exercised by it. It 
would not have been tolerated in any other community even in that most 
liberal of all countries to the press—the United States, had it resorted’ to 
maligning the citizens as it has done the Latter-day Saints. In hundreds, if 
not thousands, of instances the editors of that paper have been liable to 
action for libel for the bare-faced falsehoods and defamatory statements they 
have published, but the Latter-day Saints have usually treated them and 
their paper with silent contempt, and have never resented, by personal 
violence or recourse to law, the abuse and injustice which it has heaped upon 
them. Conscious of their innocence, and heedless of the world's opinion of 
them so long as they had the approval of the Almighty, they have felt in- 
different as to what might be said of them by such a vile sheet. Indeed, 

they have regarded detraction from such a source a8 more complimentary 
than praise. And so it has been allowed to go on day after day, and year 
after year, emitting its foul stream of calumny and abuse; reviling the sacred 
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dead, traducing thelliving, defaming the pure, eneouraging the licentious, 
defending the law-breakers, holding up as examples the profligate and de- 
‘based, and openly advising the young people among the Latter-day Saints to 
rebel against the wholesome teachings of their parents and drink, gamble, 
<debauch and resort to dens of infamy, to show their independence. 
T!bis is not overstating the evil course and tendency of this most scurrilous 
of newspapers; in fact, it would scarcely be possible to do so; and yet during 
all the years of.its existence it has scarcely received a passing notice from the 
-official publications of the Church which it devotes itself to abusing. We 
would not even notice it now but for the fact that some of the English papers 
have recently copied a most scandalous article from it, giving the Salt Lake 
Tribune” as their authority, and the idea has gone forth that, being published 
in Salt Lake City, the Tribune must be a Mormon“ publication, and that 
the article must be authentic. 

The articléin question purports to be a sermon delivered by one “Bishop 
West, i in the Juab Schoolhouse, Sunday, March 9, 1884; reported by Tobias 

Tobey for the Salt Lake Tribune.“ It was originally published under the 
title of A Red-Hot Address,” but republished in the Weekly Budget of this 
country with the startling caption: “The Gentiles Denounced by a Mormon 

Bishop.” It is scarcely necessary to say that there is not a shadow of truth 
about the whole villainous piece. Not only is there no such man in the 
Church as Bishop West,“ but there was no such sermon ever preached. It 
is a gross fabrication, as the Tribune itself reluctantly acknowledged, edito- 
rially, in a subsequent issue, on being taxed with the lie. It was probably 
written in the editorial room of the detestable concern and sent abroad with 
the express purpose of creating a prejudice against the Latter-day Saints. 
The editors knew its falsity would be apparent to people living in Utah, but 
it was intended for outside effect, and it was doubtless caught up as a choice 
morsel by ignorant or prejudiced editors in many other parts besides England. 
A lie will travel ten leagues while Truth is putting on its boots.“ That lie 
served its purpose before its refutation appeared, and it is so popular to 
believe that which is evil about the Mormons,” that probably not one in a 
‘hundred of the papers that published that diabolical piece of fiction would 
have the courage or fairness to contradict it after its falsity had. been proved. 
When we think of men inventing such atrocious lies, writing up and pub- 
lishing a pretended sermon in which the name of the Deity is used frequently 
and most irreverently, and sentiments expressed that would brand the being 
-who would utter them and the people who would listen to them as too vile to 
lire and all for the purpose of injuring an innocent people, we are led to ask, 
-can. human depravity. descend much lower The fiend incarnate who would 
‘write such an infamous thing as that, or who, knowing its nature, would pub- 
ish and endorse it, is beneath the contempt of any honorable person. He 
-only lacks the courage to be prépared to commit any atrocity that Satan, his 
master, might suggest. 

When men find it necessary to resort to such dastardly, unhallowed and 
desperate means to cope with a people or a system, is it not an evidence of 
the superiority of the latter! It certainly is; and a very strong evidence too, 
in the case of the Latter-day Saints, when it is known that they are so in- 
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sigaificant in point of numbers compared with those who are arrayed against. 
them. Were they the bad people their enemies represent them: to: be, ſhey 
could be reached and their influence could be broken! down. by other and 
more honorable means. It would be sufficient: to tell-the truth about them, 
or to allow the law to deal with them.

Elder Charles A. Tietjen writes to us from Malmo, Sweden, April’ 30, 1884, 
as follows: 


„Thinking, perhaps, you would like to hear from this part of the Lord's 3 1 
take the liberty of penning you a few lines to let you know something of the work here. 
This Conference consists of six Branches, and there are eleven Elders from Utah laboring 

here. During the last five months 56 persons have been baptized here, and I can say 
that this Conference is in a good condition. The brethren speak very encouragingly of 
the prospects out in the Branches. They have crowded houses, and the people like to 
hear them speak about the Gespel of Jesus Christ; but they cannot bear the name Mor- 
mon.“ This word scares them; all will do but that. Well, there must be some exouse 
or stumbling - block for them. . the days of Jesus, when He was upon the earth, it was 
the word ‘Nazarene.’ I find there are many like Nicodemus now living, they know

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_ MARTYRDOM OF JOSEPH AND HYRUM SMITH. 
( From the pena News. ) 


Tur n narrative of the Wurde! in cold blood, of the Prophet J 8 
Smith and his brother Hyrum, and the severe wounding of President John 
Taylor, while they were under the pledged protection of the State of Illinois 
through Governor Ford, is, so far as it goes, pretty nearly correct, being, in 
the main, in unison with the accounts of the affair already published. Being 
the narrative of an eye-witness to the incidents detailed, it will be read with 
interest: 
Editor Deseret News: 

A business man, now a resident of Tucson, who was raised in the vicinity 
of Nauvoo, III., to-day gave me the details of the assassination of Joseph and 
Hyrum Smith, at the Carthage Jail, as having been an eye-witness to the. 
murder. It may be an interesting scrap of history to your community. 

He states that after the surrender of the Smiths, the Governor stated that. 
he was going to show the Mormons at Nauvoo he was not afraid of them. He 
ordered out the companies of militia stationed there, and went with them to 
Nauvoo. During his absence my informant, who was a mere boy at the. 
time, and employed to carry dispatches, arrived with a dispatch for the Gov- 
ernor. Not finding bim there, he tied his horse down at the jail, which was. 
a two-story one. He then sauntered around town, returning to the jail about 
5 o'clock, as near as he can remember. When within a few feet of the jail he 
heard shooting and yelling. The first thing he saw was a man who played a 
fife in one of the companies, with his face painted black, standing in the lower 
door with a gun. The next instant Joseph Smith flung his leg out of the- 
upper window, grasping the casing, and swung his body out, preparatory to 
Jumping, when a bullet from the inside struck him in the leg, and he let go 
and fell to the ground, a distance of twelve fect, striking on his head and 
‘shoulders, He had raised himself on one arm, half dazed, when three men 
rushed out of the jail, and putting their guns to his body, fired. So close: 
were they that the smoke from the guns was blown clear. through his body. 

They then turned to my informant and asked him if that was Joe Smith. 
He answered “Yes.” They then asked him if he knew it was, and he again 
answered “ Yes,” and that he had seen Smith a hundred times. In an in- 
stant the assassins disappeared i in every direction. My informant states that 
he then went up-staira and found Hyrum Smith dead, soaked in blood, lying 
upon the floor with a bullet hole through his body, and another man, who 
he thinks was John Taylor, either shot through the leg or side, he does not. 
remember which. [President Taylor received three bullets in his body, and 
another R his watch; and was thus prevented from Penetrating, him.— 
Ep. D. 1

‘Winter, and is now heading out without; irrigation. Perhaps it will need 
none until harvest, when the ground may be plowed for corn, cane, sweet 
Potatbes, vines, etc; all uf which do finely if planted in proper season. This is 
awiiterio® country, not unlike old Palestine, and can be made to abound not 
only in milk and wine, but in honey and oil. I have assurances from the 
best California horticulturists that this is ‘the exact climate for the olive,’ 
and I have obtained about 100 rooted cuttings for experiment. But the 
Sit ject of honey is already beyond question. About one year ago Mr. Hay- 
dem and myself sent to Califurnia for ten hives uf bees. In shipment they 
re so badly handled that on arrival not more than bees enough: for two 

] swarms — left alive. From these we had 22 live colonies läst Tall, 
which have now multiplied to over 50 awarms, besides a number that have 
flown;away; some-of which I have found in the brush, prepared to live and 
increase as though living in a hive. J hare also taken some from crevices in 
the rocks, that went from our apiary. To-day a swarm went over our heads 
that mbt have Frohn Tundah, there are no‘known bees in che direction 
from which 9 I have sent td Califeruia for 70 more swarms.” 
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
